going on in tho arena. 


There were chariot races, and Cyril 


could not help being intensely excited by 
the mad rush of the contending tc-uir.F, 
whilo all the thousands who looked on 
shouted and raved. 
After the ntcoe, 


however, caice scenes KOILSO of which 
made him shudder.'Thcro were foot race 
and bosiug matches, but these were .soon 
over, and then there wcro contests be- 
tween pairs of swordsmen, spearmen, 
clubmen, and the like, in which the 
flght wont on na'iil cuo of tho combat- 
ants was filaiu. Closa upon the last of 
these duels, bands of gladiators marched 
in from opposite sides cf tho arena and 
charged each other like detachments of 
soldiers upon a real battlefield. 


Tho fighting was furious and desper- 


ate, but one side was scon bealcn, for 
tho p:uiies had not been equal. One 
party had been (rained warriors, pro- 
fessional gladiators, and the other only 
common men, captives taken iu ;i recent 
raid ci Pilatcs' soldiers upon a wild 
tribe beyond tho Bead sea. They ware 
brave enough, but they were put thste 
only (o bo killed for the ninnsement of 
tho great men and of t-ho multitude. So 
were the poor victims with whom the 
day's exhibition closed, for they wero 
driven into tho arena, half armed, to 
contend as best they could with a num- 
ber of hungry lions, tigers, leopards and 
hyenas, which woro loosed upon them 
from their dens under tho tiers of seats.

minstrel art sacred music was exercis- 
ing a beueCcial influence. The early 
British church possessed sacred music, 
but this was gradually driven out before

THE KENTUCKY MUDDLE. 


The State of Kentucky had ever, 


eince the time of Henry Clay, been 
Democratic in politics, Last summer 
the Republican State Convention de- 
clared for the single gold standard, and 
the Democratic State Convention did 
likewise. The Republican candidate 
for Governor stood squarely on the 
platform on which he was nominated 
and advocated the gold standard. Tbe 
Democratic 
candidate for Governor 


repudiated the gold plank of his plat- 
form, and was charged with being in- 
consistent for accepting a nomination 
on a platform that he did not indorse. 
Tbe National Administration was in 
full accord with the Republican candi- 
date for Governor on the financial 
question, which was conceded to be tbe 
paramount issue, and the speeches 
made by" Secretary Carlisle, the chief 
adviser of President Cleveland, were 
intended to benefit -the Republic m 
rather than the Democratic candidate 
for Governor. The Cleveland Demo- 
crats voted with the Republicans, and 
in Jefferson county, which Rave Cleve- 
land 7,500 majority over Harrison, the 
Republican candidate for Governor re- 
ceived about 4,000 majority over his 
Democratic 
competitor. 
Meantime 


Senator Blackburn, by his decisive 
stand for silver, had incurred the hos- 
tility of the Administration. He made 
an independent fight for re-election, 
and though opposed by the Adminis- 
tration forces, hoS a strong following, 
The Legislature consists of 138 mem- 
bers, requiring in a full session 70 
votes to elect a Senator. Blackburn is 
the caucus nominee of the Democrats 
and several times received the voteb of 
the Populists, who hold the balance of 
power on joint ballot, but there aro a 
halt dozen Carlisle or gold Democrats, 
who will not vote for him, and it is 
probable that a straight-out gold Re- 
publican will be elected to the Senate, 
if ther^should be a choice. The mud- 
dle is exemplified by the attitude of 
the four leading newspapers of the 
State. The Louisville Pust, which pro- 
fesses to be Democratic, 
suppoits 


Hunter, Republican, for Senator, be- 
cause he is a gold man. The Coi 
Journal and the Tunes, both Demo- 
cratic, say the State must not be dis- 
graced by sending Blackburn back to 
the Senate. These two papers also op- 
pose Hunter, and encourage violence it 
the Republicans attempt to unseat ii 
Democratic member of tho Ls^i-la- 
ture. The Commercial, a Republican 
paper, whose editor is Assistant Adju- 
tant-General and a close, confidential 
friend of the Governor, is opposed to 
the election of Hunter to the Senate, 
believing if he is not elected Governor 
Bradley will be. 


f.Carlisle would advise his followers 
the Kentucky Legislature to vote 


for Blackburn his election would be 
assured, but tho Secretary is committed 
to the gold standard and will not do 
that, preferring a gold Republican to a 
silver Democrat. It ia possible that 
the Legislature may adjourn without 
electing a Senator, as tbe Legislatures 
of Montana, Washington and Wyoming 
did a few years ago, as there is not 
much probability of the deadlock 
ing broken.

The House of Representatives passed 


what is known as the Dingley Tariff 
bill, the alleged purpose being to in- 
crease the revenue of the Government. 
That the bill would accomplish this 
purpose was doubted by many of those 
who voted for it, as they claimed that 
an increase of tariff duties, as proposed 
by the bill, would decrease rather than 
increase the revenue. However, the 
Senate Finance Committee, to which 
the bill w?& referred, recommend the 
passage of the Tariff bill with a free 
coinage amendment. This was opposed 
by the gold Republicans and Demo- 
crats in the Senate, and Chairman 
Morrill of the Finance Committee yes- 
terday moved to take up the Tariff bill 
separately. The motion was defeated 
by a vote of 33 to 22, Cannon, Carter, 
Dnbois, Mantle and Teller, who have 
heretofore acted with the Republicans, 
voting against the motion. 


Some caustic remarks were indulged 


in by Morrill, Sherman and Teller and 
Platt and Aldrich in answer to direct 
questions, declared emphatically thai 
tbe Republicans would not accept the 
Tariff bill with a free coinage attach- 
ment. However, as those gentlemen 
are not authorized to speak for such 
Republicans as Teller, Cannon, C.u ter 
Dubois, Mantle and others, tho threat 
is an idle one.
